J^ONQ DISSERTATIONS on a hackneyed subject 
are as objectionable to myself as to you, my 
readers, but tîte perslsteficy of an unwarranted 
Ignorance In rfegard to certain matters ' musical, 
forces my pen to -write thus. 

An Inferiority complex exists |n the minds 
of many concerning the broad subject — music. The 
art, whloh Is' primarily Intended to give pleasure 
to the people, has In çome.manrier, loomed up In 
recent times as a specialized vocation, to be under- 
stood only Jjy iho few. The cause can only be 
guessed at. Technical phraseology, and music that 
through lack of /amUlarlty Is uninteresting, seem 
to head the list. However, no attempt Is liiade to 
rçmèdy it. .r- 

Music Is no enigma;-. .It- only demands a little 
willingness, and this .given, will produpe Immea- 
surable pleasure. "We do pot .shun the movies be- 
cause oi the . technical complexities that are neces- 
sary to produce them;, rather -we flock to them 
tor what entertainment we can get out of thehi. 
Slmllarlly the proper performance of music de- 
mands highly specialized training, but only a dé- 
siré for «ntenalhitièAt should bring Its. àtidièhéès 
together. 

The real trouble the làck Af'a musical tâsteï 
and thls'ls due to the fallacy that such taste 
must be Inborn, and cannot be acquired. The great 
symphonlés ara .àctually full of béaullful niuslé; 
but thio Js.rareiy apparent tlie first timè they ai'e 
heaM. Their attraction .IncreasSs with each ad- 
ditional playing, so that obviously the greàtèr your 
musical experience, -the more will you be able to 
appt'eciate and enjoy.

The whole.sale hoarding ot the pieser.t 
supply by two countries will mean the 
credit collapse Of llie 'whole economic 
structure. When a sum of. £30,000,000 
a week was being tàken from Engliand 
before hér action thère Is little hops 
In the efflcaclty of the system. Eng- 
land should try to stabilise her prices 
and make' the_ price levels hlghér. 

Great Britain -has tried to reestab- 
lish the gold standard and lias sufférèd 
nVucii'in consequence. She should not 
try to continue but as she Is doing 
now, try to establish a standard of 
exchange, A standard of purchasing 
power woilid be suitable to do this. 
.The sterling block as this is called 
means the grouping of a number of 
countries who hâve left the gold stan- 
dard, so that they all adhere to the 
sterling standard. The Bank of Eng- 
land can manage the system, and if 
perhaps the Empire is madp to adhere 
to the system the rest of the world 
would have to fall in line witii them.

Missionary Work 
InEastDe^ribed 

J. C. Mallis Addresses Evan« 
gelical Christian Union 

That Uisslonary work is of extreme 
iniportanoe In India and ought to be 
expanded was the contention of J. C. 
Mallls, a missionary for several years 
In Ceylon and South- India,' at the 
first meeting of the- Evangelical 
Christian Union in the Music Room 
of the Union last night. 

Po gave a description of th« con- 
ditions In India and the type, of work 
done by the missionaries there^ point- 
ing out that India' must be viewed 
with an open mind. "It cannot,- he 
pointed out, be compared or even 
spoken of in the same terms as tho 
'Western nations. India, he said 's 
composed of many peoples, different 
In religion, customs and even cqste. 
This made missionary work difficult 
and makes it necessary that a large, 
number of young men take up mis- 
sionary vork. 

He told a story of a . man in India 
who begged from the king. Tho king 
Instead of giving anything got off 
his' elephant and asked the beggar to 
give him all he had. The beggar 
was Indignant and would only give 
the king three grajnjij^farlce. Later 
when he was couiSn^Ws money ho 
found tliree grains of gold In his 
bowl. Then only did he realize that 
the king wanted the beggar to give 
hlra all ho had but that he would 
repay him many times over. So It is; 
he said, that God wants us to give 
him our all and ho \ylll repay us ac- 
cordingly.
